COMPANY BLAMES ENGINEER. 

‘BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—Upon the 
man, who, from fright and shock, lies 
in a prostrated, hysterical condition on 
a cot in the railroad hospital in this 
city, upon Engineer J. M. McGuire of 
the Stockton Fiyer, the Southern Pa- 
cific’ officiais jate today -placed the 
blame for the frightful collision at 
Byron Saturday night. There is no 
uncertainty in the decision of the heads 
of the company. McGuire by them is 
held responsible and they declare they 
have abundant testimony to show that 
he had ample time to stop his train: in 
order to avert the collision. Manager 
James Agier of the Soutliern Pacific 
held a lengthy conference today with 
W. 8S. Paimer, division superintendent 
of Oakiand, and the latter made a full 
report of disaster,. Later Manager 
— made a statement, in which he 
said: 

“I am of the opinion that Engineer 
McGuire is to bleme for the accident. 
He is at the railroad hospital, and 
not in a position to make a statement 
in his own behalf. At the time of the 
accident, a freight ‘train was on the 
siding, and on it were a number of 
train crews ‘deadheading’ their way 
home. Several of these men saw 

n Cole go back 1000 or 1500 
feet with the warning lantern. Whether 
he went back 1000 feet or 1500 feet 
makes no difference, McGuire should 
have had his train under control, He 
has been in the habigf of following the 
Owl for some months, and should 
have been on the alert. I cannot im- 
agine what was the matter with Mc- 
Guire. He should have seen the red 
and green lights for two or three 
miles. ; 

“Conductor Scheu of the Stockton 
train reports that when the accident 
occurred, he was standing in the aisle 
of a day coach. He was thrown to the 
floor, and his lantern went out. When 
he got out of the car Brakeman Cole 
was running up the track to his train. 
When he first saw Brakeman Cole he 


| was still 600 feet behind the Stockton 


train.” 
OTHER DEATHS. 

Tonight Miss Stella Howard died at 
the hospital, and her death, with that 
of young Walter Vernon at Fresno to- 
day. increases the death list to twenty- 
five. The hospital people tonight sald 
that J. 8S. Carroll of Fresno is very 

fow, atid that there is small hope of 
his recovery. 

Visitors crowded the Southern Pacific 
Hospital today, anxious to see the 
relatives and friends who were burned 
and maimed in the terrible accident. In 
many instances, the physicians allowed 
the visitors to enter the wards and 
xive comfort to the injured. 
| Engineer McGuire was tenderly cared 
for by his wife. She came from Oak- 
land at an early hour in the morning, 
and never left his bedside. A repre- 
tentative of Palmer of the railroad 
company attempted to Interview the 
engineer, but the physicians would not 
permit him to converse with their pa- 
tient. They would not permit any 
one to talk with McGuire until he is 
in a condition to do so. Dr. O’Connor 
does not considepy McGuire's condition 
serious, and has”“every hope for his ul- 
timate recovery. The injured man, 
however, is highly nervous, and very 
much worrted over the accident. 

There will be two official inquiries 
into the deaths of the victims, one at 
Martinez, and the other in this city. 
The coroners of both places will be 
caHed upon to hold inquests on the 
deaths of the victims in their respect- 
ive district. No date for either inquest 
has yet been fixed. . 


FLOUR MILLS COMBINE.

GIRDLING THE GLOBE. 


Determined Jap on a Bike Has Made 
All but Last Lap of Hard Journey— 
New York to San Francisco—Wild 
Beests Attacked Him. 


[STAPF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


LONDON, Dec. 6.~About the quaint- 
est, and perhaps the most determined, 
globe girdler who has yet appeared is 
due to arrive in the United States in 
a few weeks in the person of H. Naka- 
taura, a little Japanese who is riding 
round the world on a bicycle. Naka- 
mura arrived in London yesterday 
and, after riding about in this coyptry 
for a week or two, he will sail from 
Liverpool for New York. Then he will 
cycle across the continent. 
Several other adventurers with am- 
bitions similar. to Nakamura’s have 
passed through London at different 
times, but nearly all of them have 
been outward bound and with most of 
their difficulties ahead of them. The 
diminutive Jap who burst upon the 
metropolis yesterday has accomplished 
all Sut the last lap of his journey. He 
started from his native country and 
has crossed on his trusty wheel, China, 
India, Russia, Italy, Germany and 
France, so, as he still is going strong, 
there seems little doubt that he will 
be able to pedal from New York to 
San Francisco, 
Nakamura wears a uniform of khak! 
with white canvas shoes. Over his 
shoulder is a sash bearing the words: 
“Round the World,” and behind the 
seat of his bicycle flies a little Jap- 
anese flag. His wheel is hung heavily. 
with bundles of supplies, and on his 
back he carries two valhse The 
plucky little Jap says he starte@ out 
on his world tour in order to experi- 
ence personally the difficulties of for- 
eign travel, and to discover what the 
chances for Japanese emigrants were. 
When he returns home he expects to 
lecture on what he has learned. 
Except when he has been obliged to 
cross from one continent to another, 
Nakamura’'s bicycle has been his only 
means of conveyance. The diminutive 
oriental has seen some stirring times 
since he started on his long ride. On 
the wavy from Calcutta to Bombay he 
was attacked, at different times, by 
wolves, lynxes, and jackals.

[Mat land Express:] News of the 
death of Mrs. Ulysses 8. Grant, widow 
of President Grant, at her residence in 
Washington, was a severe shock to her 
many friends. Death was due to valv- 
ular disease of the heart, aggravated 
by a severe attack of rbonchitis, The 
body of Mrs. Grant will be placed in 
the tomb in Riverside Park, where her 
husband now reposes. 

Mrs. Grant's niaiden\name was Julia 
Dent. She was the daughter of Judge 
Frederick Dent, and was born in 8t. 
Louis, Mo., and grew a high-strung 
southern girl, accustomel to all the 
luxury and refinement which = social 
life in the South before the Civil War 
afforded. 

In spite of the social advantages and 
the opposition of her father, Miss Dent 
gave first her heart and then her hand 
to the impecunious lieutnant, U. 8. 
Grant, who was to emerge from the 
Titanic strife’ which tore the very 
heart-strings of the country with mi!- 
itary glory such as has been attained 
by few men in the world’s history. Her 
brother was a classmate of Grant at 
West Point and he first introduced her 
to her future husband. 

OF FIGERTING STOCK. 

Jude Dent finally surrendered his ob- 
jections to the man his daughter's 
choice, and on August 22, i848, they 
were married at his home in St. Louis. 
It was natural that Mrs. Grant shouid 
give her love to a soldier, as she came 
ef fighting stock. Her father was the 
son of Capt. Frederick Dent, who led 
the forlorn hope at Fort Moitgomery 
when it was stormed by Mad Anthony 
Wayne. 

Mrs. Grant was born on January 26, 
1826. At the age of 10 she was sent 
to a fashionable boarding school in St. 


and soon after her return home met 
Lieut. Grant, then of the Fourth In- 
fantry,; staioned at Jefferson Barracks, 
near St. Louis, 

Young Grant was in love with Miss 
Dent for some time before he realized 
it. He says in his memoirs: 

“We would often take walks or go 
on horseback to visit the neighbors 
until I became quite well acquainted 
in that vicinity. Ig the Fourth Infan- 
try had remained at Jefferson Bar- 
racks it is pos-:ible, even porbable,; that 
this life might have continued for 
some years without my finding out 
that there Was anything eerious the 
matter with me,” 

The following May Grant's regiment 
was ordered away and the pangs of 
parting brought him the consciousness 
that he was in love. 

The first four years of the young cou- 


ple’s married Life was dpent at Sackett's 
Harbor, N. Y. In 1852 Capt. Grant, 
having been pormoted for gallantry in 
Mexico, Was transferred to the Pactfic 
Coast. Mrs. Grant, it was decided, was 
to remain with her parents until her 
hueband was able to send for her. 

The Opportunity never came. Grant's 
salary Was too small to bring his wife 
and ehildren to the Coast and support 
them there. 

STRUGGLE FOR EXISTENCE. 

In 1854 Mrs. Grant took her husband 
to her farm near St. Louis, and there 
they began a strugile for existence 
more heroic than the military glories of 
her husband with which the world was 
to ring. The couple lived in a cabin 
made of logs hewn by Grant himeelf. 
The family was frequently pinched for 
the necessities of life. 

Mrs. Grant®ore up nobly under these 
hardghips, and it was her dauntiess 
courage and unfalling love which pre- 
served her husband's spirit unborken.

In the Civil War Mrs. Grant passed 
much of her, time near the scene of ac- 
tion, and was with her husband when- 
ever possible. = 

When peace had been declared Mrs. 
Grant lived with her husband in Wash- 
ington, and when he had been elected 
President took up her residence in the 
White House, where she presided as 
mistress for eight years. She fre- 
quently referred to her residence in 
the White House as the happiest time 
of her life. . 

Mrs. Grant had four children, three 
sons—Frederick Dent, Ulysses, Jr., and 
Jesse—and one daughter, Nellie. Fred- 
erick Grant is now a brigadier-gen- 
eral in the United States Army, Ulys- 
ges, Jr., and Jesse are business men 
in California, and Nelile, who became 
Mrs. Sartoris, is living in Washington 
with her* children. During her later 
years Mrs. Grant visited among her 
children. She was very fond of her 
grandchildren, and they in turn were 
devoted to her. 

Most of her time had been spent 
with her daughter Nellie, in Washing- 
ton. Nellie was always the idol of her 
mother’s and her father’s heart, and 
the misfortune of her marriage was the 
greatest sorrow of her mother’s life, 
as it was also of her father’s. She mar- 
ried Algernon Sarioris, an English- 
man, from whom she separated some 
years before his death, in 1892. , 

Mrs. Grant died a wealthy woman. 
The government gave to her a pension 
of $5000 a year. The proceeds from the 
gale of her husband's memorics are 
said to have netted her nearly $500,000. 


Death Foretold by Dream.

. The suggestion of a correspondent, 
published in The Times of Sunday 
morning, relative to the question of 
street sprinkling In Los Angeles, is 
worthy of careful consideration by the 
‘This suggestion, in brief, 


was that the Council shal! divide the 


city into street-sprinkling districts and 
let contracts for sprinkling these 
districts to different persons, residing 
within ithe respective districts, in- 
stead of letting the contract for the 
entire city to one bidder, as is done 
under the present system. The plan 
would require that the persons en- 
tering into these contracts should fur- 
nish their own equipment—teams and 
sprinkling wagons—and should be 
held personally responsible for the 
faithful performance of their work ac- 
cording to contract. There would be 
no need for sprinkling inspectors or 
other supernumeraries. The people 
residing within each district would see 
to it that the work was properly per- 
formed, by reporting cases of negli- 
genc@to the Street Department, which 
should properly have general supei- 
vision of the work. 

The plan commends itself as being 

‘wholly feasible, and it is certainly 
worth considering. The price to be 
paid gor the work should be based 
‘upon the number of miles of street 
to be sprinkled daily! in each district, 
and no district should be so large 
that it could not be readily covered 
‘under the contract. Each person re- 
ceiving a contract would have a direct 
personal interest in seeing that the 
“work was done properly. and in a 
manner satisfactory to the people re- 
fiding in his district. Each driver 
would soon become familiar with the 
‘territory which he would be required 
‘to cover, and would be able to sy+- 
tematize his work in such manner as 
to combine the greatest possible econ- 
omy of time with the greatest possi- 
ble efficiency of service. 
contracts should, of course, be 
made forfeitable if not satisfactorily 
carried out. Each contractor would 
thus he placed in a_ position 
“which would insure competent service. 
As a matter of fact, each person re- 
ceiving a contract would be expected 
,to take a persona! pride in his work, 
and aa the pay might and should pe 
‘made sufficient to afford a fair re- 
‘muneration for the labor performed, 
there is no apparent reason to doubt 
the entire success of the plan. As 
each person performing the _ service 
would live near his work, little time 
would be wasted in driving to and 
from it. 

The inefficient manner in which 
the street sprinkling has been per- 
formed in Laos

dal. It is sald that the contractor 
has “lost money” on the contract. I! 
6a he should only be too glad to give 
it up. At all events, the work has not 
been done as it. should, have been 
done fdr years past.

It is time for o 
change from a system that has proved 
so unnsatisfactory all around. The 
suggestion above referred Jo offers a 
probable solution of the whole diffi- 
‘enlty.

HE AWFUL RESPONSIBILITY. 
Another terrible train wreck has 


emphasized the tremendous responsi- 


bility which rests upon those whose 
duty it is to operate railway trains 
for the accommodation of the pub- 
lic. This responsibility is of neces- 
sity divided between those who are en- 
gaged in the active service of moving 
trains, and those who own and control 
the lines of travel. It frequently hap- 
pens that the latter, for one reason or 
another, prescribe rules of operation 
which cannot be carried out at all 
times and under all conditions with 
absolute safety to the traveling pub- 
lic. Selfishness and ‘greed are too 
often the determining factors in the 
Operation of railroads, when the safety 
and comfort of the public should be 
at all times the principal considera- 
tion, Too many trains are often 
crowded into too short a running 
time. Imperfect. equipment is pro- 
vided. Employés are required to work 
too long hours, so that they beconie 
inattentive and»careless from sheer 
physical weariness. And in some 
cases the time required to be made is 
faster than the condition of the road 
and its equipment wil) warrant. 
Again, in a.large number of cases 
the terrible responsfbility for acci- 
dents rests solely upon railway em- 
ployés themselves. In many cases 
they become careless through long 
immunity from serious accidenta, and 
seemingly forget that such things as 
accidents are possible. In some in- 
stances, also, accidents are due to 
incompetency or recklessness on the 
part of railway employés.

| Were altogether too near together on 


their regular running schedule. Both 
were fast trains. In order to main- 
tain echedule time, when a fast train, 
for some reason or other, loses a 
few minutes it is obliged ta make un- 
usually fast time to make up for that 
lost. For this and for other reazons 
which are obvious, it is not safe to 
have two fast trains running over the

apart. They should, for safety, be 
not less than half an hour apart, and 
an hour would be far preferable.

especially as the boiler of the “Owl” 
train had been leaking, causing her 
to lose several minutes of time. 

The number of accidents on Ameri- 
can railrcads is, very much larger 
than it ought to be, and much larger 
than the proportionate number of ac- 
cidents on the railroads of other 
countries. If it be possible to check 
this unnecessary loss of human life, 
by legislation G: otherwise, the rem- 
edy should be forthcoming with as 
little delay as poxsible. -

LOS ANGELES THEATER. A com- 
parison of Thomas Jefferson with his 
illustrious father in the role of Rip 
Van Winkle is inevitable. To say that 


comparison without material dispar- 
agement is to pay him a high and 
well-deserved compliment. 

For something like half a century 
Joseph Jefferson has played this unique 
vagabond character with art so com- 
plete and admirable that it has hardly 
seemed he could have a successor. 
The younger Mr. Jefferson will attain 
to that position if anybudy does. His 
interpretation follows very closely, 
without being servilely imitative of, 
that of the excellent artist who cre- 
ated the character. Much of the sub- 
tle charm—the poetic glamor—is re- 
tained. There is a strong facial re- 
semblance between father and son, at 
least as seen in the character. 

It is, of course, to the disadvantage 
‘of any player to be subjected at every 
-gtage to a mental comparison with 
the work of a great and world-re- 
nowned artist. 
when a player essays a role with 
which an artist of universally-ac- 
knowledged preéminence has been in- 
timately associated for mure than a 
generation. 

‘There is a false note at the close of 
the second act, when the disreputable 
“Rip” is driven forth into the storm 
by the redoubtable Gretchen. Joseph 
Jefferson carries the sympathies of his 
audience, even in this obviously the- 
atric scene, by force of his consum- 
mate art and his magnetic personality. 
Thomas Jefferson, while he is highly 
effective in this scene, fails to carry 
it very far beyond the verdict, “served 
him right.” 

But why continue the comparison? 
On its own merits, if we could wholly 
dismiss the memory of the original 
“Rip,” the interpretation of Thomas 
Jefferson is a notable and deeply in- 
teresting piece of dramatic work. It 
will mellow with years. It will win 
its way into the hearts of the con- 
temporaneous and the coming gen- 
eration. If the stage iIs-to continue 
to have its Rip Van Winkle, Thomas 
Jefferson will undoubtedly be iis ac- 
Knowledged interpreter.

IS AN ELECTRIC MARVEL. 


The White House System is Finest in 

the World—Experts Compare it With 

No Other. 

[Ney York World:] There are thir- 
ty-t miles of electric wires in the 
new White House. They transmit the 
curre to every nock and evrner of 
the building for many purposes, and, 
with their connections make up what 
is pronounced the most perfect elec- 
trical system in the United States. 
Experts say there is none to compare 
with it tn intricacy or exactness. 

All of the wires are inclosed in con- 
duits, and each iron pipe represents a 
sepurate and distinct system. Under 


the floor in every. hallway is a mas» 


of conduits. Cutting of the wires is 
impossible, and there is no way in 
which the system can be interfered 


with except at a point where the in-+ 


jury can be quickly detected and re- 
paired. 

In a mechanical way electricity docs 
everything about the building except 
to produce the heat, and it distributes 
that. The lighting system represents 
the latest improvements. There are 
separate panels or switchboards for 
every room on the main floor, and the 
panel for the great East Room is large 
enough for an ordinary house. It 
has twenty-six circuits, twenty-one of 
which are in the ceiling, so that any 
desired number of lights may be turned 
on in an instant, or they can all be 
thrown on by a turn of the main 
switch. 

The same principle is followed 
throughout the building. Each floor 
has two switchboards, one at each end, 
and there are separate ones in the 
east and west terraces. The panels 
are of Tennessee marble and are all 
inclosed behind locked doors. Outside 
the doors are push-buitons which con- 
trol the ha!! lights, but these lights 
can be turne’ on inside of the panel 
so that they cannot be turned off from 
the outside. 

There are two telephone systems, 
public and private. The private Sys- 
tem connects all the rooms occupied 
by the President's family and extends 
to Secretary Cortelyou's desk. It works 
automatically and by simply pressing 
a button the President can call up any 
one in the building he wishes to talk 
to. The public system connects all the 
Principal rooms, but works through a 
central switchboard in the Executive 
offices. 

The elevators, passenger and freight, 
work automatically. When the Presti- 
dent wants the elevator he presses the 
button and it comes to the floor he is 
on, provided no one else is using it. 
Then he presses the button bearing 
the number of the floor he wishes to 
g6 to. and away he goes. The dumb 
waiter which connects the kitchen In 
the basement with the upper ftoor 
works the same way. The fire-alarm 
system is self-acting. The simple 
breaking of a glass at convenient 


Places through the house sets a gong 


going that can be heard all through 
the house, and also sounds separate 
alarms throughout the basement. to 
summon the servants. An immense 
tank under the roof is kept constantly 
filled with .water bv an automatic de- 
vice which starts the pump as soon as 
the water falls slightly below the sur- 
face and stops it when the tank is full. 

All through the building sta- 
tions, from which the watchmen must 
turn in reports every ten minutes, and 
the points are so far apart that there 
Is no chance for the watchman to sit 
down more than a minute without bes 
ing caught at it. An elaborate system 
of electric bells runs from every room 
to every section of the house, <A per- 
fect system of ventilation is maine 
tained bv electric fans. In the pantry 
of the State dining-room great 
electric plate warmer with a capacity 
of 3000 plates. It can be heated toa 
any one of the three temperatures. and 
by using all the heat it is possible’ toa 
case of emergency. 
There are 3000 Incandescent lights of 
different sizes in the building. 

The work of installation of the elec- 
trical svstem was begun July 24. and 
it will be completed by January 15.

PRINCESS 


Wife of Heir to the Throne 
of Saxony. 


Vanishes so Uiterly that Police 
Can Find no Face. 
Left Castle at Salzburg Ten Days 
Ago— Rumored Elopement— 
Crown Prince Unjaithful. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


DRESDEN (Saxony) Dec. 22.—{By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Crown Princess 
of Saxony fied from her home on the 
night of December 11. 

The Dresdener Journal says today: 
“The Princess, in a state of Intense 
mental excitement, suddenly deserted 
her family at Salsburg and went 
abroad. The Saxony court functions 
for the winter, including the New 
Year's reception, have been canceled.” 

The foregoing paragraph in today’s 
official journal, which was inserted by 
the order of the King and Crown 
Prince of Saxony. has turned into 
truth which for several days past has 
been regarded as an incredible 
The Crown Princess of Saxony, sur- 
rounded by her ladies-in-waiting and 
numerous attendants and servants, 
has vanished so utterly that the police 
of every kingdom in Europe have for 
ten days been unable to trace her. The 
official announcement was madetin or- 
der tg obtain the ald of the general pub- 
Ite inf finding her and because the court 
fiction, that she preferred to remain in 
retirement at Salzburg rather than 
return to her husband and children at 
Dresden, cannot longer be maintained, 

Accompanied by the Crown Prince, 
the Princess went to the.castle of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, near Salzburg, 4 
month ago. A week after their arrival 
at the castle, the Prince broke his leg 
while hunting, and was brought back 
to Dresden. The Princess, however, re- 
mained at the castle. Why she did s0, 
the people of the court gid not know 
except that with gloomy tenacity the 
Princess usually does what she pleases. 
For a little while this explanation suf- 
ficed: then fragments of gossip began 
to reach Dresden. It was said that the 
Princess had surrendered herself .to 
periods of nervous excitement, and that 
her eccentricities of deportment caused 
much concern to her suite and to some 
of her Austrian kinsfolk who were 
staying in the castle with her. “It is 
now believed that she was under sur- 
veillance, and if this is true, it makes 
her disappearance the more extraordi- 
nary. 


duri the night of Décember li- 

Princess, who appeared to nan un- 
vseually tranquil mood, retired before 
12 o'clock. Three hours later, when a 
maid looked into the room, something 
in the appearance of the bed prompted 
her to go closer and examine it. Ine 
stead of the Princess the maid per- 
ceived a dummy figare. She awak- 
ened the ladies-in-waiting, and the lat- 
ter. with other members of the 
Princess’ suite, searched all the neigh- 
boring apertments of the entire castle, 
and finally the grounds of the castle, 
for the Princess, but no trace,of the 
missing woman was found. At dawn 
the police officials of Salzburg were 
notified of the disappearance, and in- 
quiries were made throughout the 
whole countryside, but with no tangi- 
ble result. A tumber of what had 
seemed to be traces of the Princess 
were shown to be without foundation 
upon careful examination by the police. 
The inquiry, by the end of that day, 
had extended to all parts of the king-. 
dom of Saxony, and on authority from 
Dresden, by the end of the second day 
to all Europe. The theory of suicide 
was suggested, and o fruitless search 
for the Princess’ body has been made, 
Ponds and other pieces of water in the 
vicinity of the castie have been dragged 
without reeult. The disappearance of 
the’ Princess doubtless will cause the 
circulation of many stories. It is already 
related that she eloped, but inguiries 
made here have brought out nothing to 
substantiate or,-support this statement. 

SAID TO BE INSANE. 
THE ASSOCIATED 

VIENNA, Dec. 22.—The flight of the 
Crown Princess of Saxony has caused 
great excitement here. It ia reported 
that Archduke Ferdinand, accompanied 
by one of the court chamberlains, went 
to the Geneva, whither it was supposed 
the Princess had fled, but he fa led to 
find any trace of her. The Princess 
brother. the Archduke Leopold Ferdi- 
‘nand, is said to be with her, but noth- 
ing can be ascertained as to her where- 


bouts.

tal derangement. There is little doubt, 

ver, that it was caused by do- 
mestic discord, growing out of her hus- 
band’a relations with an actress of the 
Dresden Court Theater.

|WITNESS TELLS OF 
HUNGER AND ABUSE. 


Fitch Says Exposure Caused Sickness 
of Point Loma People. 


Testifies That Homesick 


AN DIEGO, Dec. 22.--(Exclusive 
S Dispatch.} The trial of the Ting- 
ley libel suit attracted a large 
crowd to Judge Torrance’s court to- 
day. The spectators, as was the case 
during last week's sessions, consisted 
largely of women. 

The proceedings today were in no- 
wise so interesting as last Saturday 
afternoon, when the sensationa! depo- 
sition of Louis 8. Fitch of Hartford, 
Ct., was introduced; still there was no 
lack of lively episodes. 

The reading of the Fitch 4 tion 
was concluded, but the greate® part of 
that portion of his direct testimony of- 
fered today was ruled out on techni- 
calities, as was also a large portion of 
his answers on cross-examination. 

Plaintiff's counsel, although avowing 
at the beginning of the trial that the 
fullest and fairest investigation was 
courted, have ever since been engaged 
in trying to close the doors against 
testimony tending to show that Mrs. 
Tingley’s life has been that of an ad- 
venturess, ill-becoming one who pro- 
fesses ajtributes usually ascribed qnuly 
to persons above the human standard. 

Much time is consumed in arguments 
and ruling on technical points of ob- 
jection, so that very slow progress is 
made in presenting the evidence to the 
jury. As one of the lawyers in the case 
remarked upon the adjournment of 
court this afternoon, “the progress 
made today may be summed up as 
nil.” Besides the deposition of Louls 
S. Fitch, the court had before it today 
also that of his wife, Rose M. Fitch, 
which was in the main corroborative 
of that of her husband, but very little 
of it was allowed to go into the record, 
Reading of the deposition of Dr. Je- 
rome A. Anderson of San Francisco, 
formerly a member of Mrs. Tingley’s 
cabinet, and vice-president of the Uni- 
versal Brotherhood, was commenced, 
but very little of the statements it 
contained had been admitted as ~«vi- 
dence up to the time of adjournment. 

One of the teatures of the day was 
thé ruling of the court excliding the 
testimony of Louis S. Fitch regarding 
Mrs. Tingley’s asserted advocacy of 
no marriages, and her preference for 
illegitimate chiidren. 

For publishing a portion of Fitch's” 
deposition regarding these things, be- 
fore the court had ruled on plaintiff's 
objection, plaintiff's counsel, Mr. An- 
drews, at the outset of the day’s pro- 
. ceedings tried to make it appear that 
The Times was in contempt of court, 
and intimated that the matter objected 
to may have been published with e 
view to influencing the jury. The 
court allowed the jurors to be inter- 
rogated as to whether they had read 
The Times’ report of last Saturday's 
proceedings. Eome of the mem 
voiced an emphatic protest against 
the imputation that they had violated 
their oath, while the rest indicated, 


the court’s admonitions to _ refrain 
from reading anything about the case 
while it is on trial. 

The threatened contempt proceed- 
ings came to naught, but just before 
adjournment, the court sprang an- 
other sensation by stating from the 
bench that people in the community 
were trying to influence the verdict in 
the case by sending anonymous com- 
munications to the court. He warned 
the jury to be on their guard against 
all attempts of this kind. The court 
wanted it clearly understood, however, 
that he did not suspect the principals 
in the action, nor counsel on either 
side, of being a party to the attempt 
to bring undue pressure to bear upon 
the court or jury. The court's re- 
marks were so pointed that Mr. Hun- 
saker of the defense excepted in this 
instance, as he. has done on several 
previous occasions, to the language 
of the court. Clashes between oppos- 
ing counsel were frequent during the 
day, Mr. Andrews, senior counsel for 
the plaintiff, and principal prosecutor 
in this case, being particularly aggres- 
sive, while overzealous and somewhat 
heated McKinley and the exceedingly 
polite Mr. Kellogg of New York have 
alsy borne @ hand in the verbal pas- 
sages-at-arms. But Attorneys Hun- 
saker, Shortridge and Daney of the 
defense invariably gave them a Roland 
for their Oliver. 

Senior counsel, W. F. Fitzgerald, for 
the defense, also took part in the fray, 
by way of advife, during the afier- 
noon, while the ever-waichful Grant 
Jackson kept close tab on the pro- 
ceedings. 

CONTEMPT ALLEGED.

Telephone Company for a franchise to 
run a telephone or telegraph “in Leas. 
Angeles county” 
pervisors yesterday. 

Owing to the general terms of the 
proposed franchise, the board shied off 
in alarm. The franchise does not state 
the particular places to which the lines 
are to be run. The board profess igno- 
rance as to the real identity of the 
United States telephone backing; it is 
supposed to be the Home Telephone 
people.

The company will be obliged 
to build lines on demand, and this 
rate is fixed for the compnnys pro- 
tection. In cases where there is more 
than one party on the line, the rate 
will be $45 per mile per year for’ the 
line, not for each party.

CLERICAL 
SHOPLIFTER. 


Man of the Cloth Proves to 
Be Common Thief. 


Depends on Garb of Church to 
Allay Suspicion. 
Many Women -Ajflicted with 
Kleptomania Brought 


A light-fingered parson is the bold- 
est shoptlifter of the busy holiday sea- 
son in Los Angeles. 

Instead of elevating souls to a con- 
templation of better things, he is lift- 
ing up goods from counters of. depart- 
ment stores and other places of busi- 
ness and appropriating them to his 
own use. 

On several occasions the pillfering 
pastor has been detected, but his cloth 
has saved him from prosecution. In 

“each instance, however, it was not 
known that the clerical thief had been 
guilty of more than the one offense. 
Now that his operations have been dis- 
covered to be general, he probably will 
receive less lenient treatment. 

Some days ago the house detective 
in one of/the large department stores 
discovered the parson in the act of 
taking several articles from the store 
without the formality of having them 
iwrapped or tendering payment there- 
for. A high authority in his church 
was notified and upon his command 
the parson called at the store and 
made restitution, explaining his action 
on the ground of absent-mindedness. 

At another department store the 
ganctimonious shoptlifter helped him- 
self a few days later to some articles 
of small value and was detected. Upon 
examination in the office of the man- 
ager he promised he would sin no more 
if released. So grateful did he seem to 
be over the treatment accorded him 
that he requested permission to call 
daily and bestow his biessing on his 
benefactors, but he was: denied this 
privilege under the rules that bar all 
shoptlifters from the store under pen- 
alty of exposure. 

After these experiences it might be 
supposed that the clerical kicptomaniac 
would mend his ways, but his pilfer- 
ing propensities clung to him, and on 
Friday last he entered a large jewelry 
store, where he asked to be shown 


some expensive gold lockets. While* 


the clerk’s back was, turned the pre- 
tending purchaser cleverly palmed one 
of the ornaments, but the loss from 
the tray was discovered immediately 
and the thief was forced to disgorge. 
Not at all dismayed; the clergyman 
spent. some further time in the store 
end finally departed. 
KICKED HIM OUT. 

He returned on the following 4ay, 
but his stay was short, although 
stormy while it lasted. The proprietor

Following 
their usual custom, however, the man- 
agers of these stores have caused few 
arrests, as a great part of the thieving 
has been done by women of family, 
and in many cases of high social posi- 
tion. 

WOMEN THIEVES. 

One of the most original thefts of the 
geason was committed last week. A 
woman stole a necktile,. requested a 
clerk to put it in a box and wrap it 
for mailing, and then took it to the 
branch postoffice in the store, wrote an 
address on the package, affixed the 
‘necessary stamps and placed it in the 
;mail box. Every movement of the 
thief was watched, but as she did not 
take her booty from the store she was 
not arrested, and, to escape govern- 
ment complications, no attempt was 
made to recover the tie. 

' Jn one store a few days ago a woman 
«walked into the cloak department, 
‘calmly examined some fur wraps and, 
‘while the clerk's attention was diverted, 
‘donned a $40 garment and departed.

Husbands are 
called in to defend recreant wives, or 
fathers to make explanations for err- 
ing Gaughters. The usual penaity im- 
‘posed is tnat the thieves never enter 
the e,ore again under penalty of arrest, 
and a piedge is exacted that the of- 
fense never wlll be repeated.
